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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed February 22, 2005 has been entered. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

I) In the specification: 

The substitute specification filed February 22, 2005 has not been entered because it does 
not conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: No marked-up copy for the 
specification has been filed. 

II) In the claims: 

Claim 1, line 1: "Circular formwork" should be - A circular formwork --. 
Claim 1, line 14: "thereof should be - of the intermediate pieces 
Claims 2-11, line 1, respectively: "Circular formwork" should be — The circular 
formwork --. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11,453 O.G. 213.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 would be allowable over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a circular formwork having a formwork 
shell being adjustable in curvature with a girder being engaged with a reinforcement and at least 
one support with a U-shaped, V-shaped or trapezoidal cross section toward to the supported 
formwork shell and fastening flanges on ends of the reinforcement and support, the girder being 
engaged the reinforcement and the at least one support at a distance, and intermediate pieces 
being located between the fastening flanges of the support and the formwork shell and the 
fastening flanges of the support being fixed to the intermediate pieces in order to be pivotable or 
tiltable about a longitudinal direction and as specifically called for the claimed combinations. 

The closest prior art, Jaruzel (US 5,492,303), does not include the intermediate pieces 
located between the fastening flanges and the formwork shell for being pivotable and tiltable 
about the longitudinal direction of the formwork as required by the claim and there is no 
motivation absent the applicant's own disclosure, to modify the Jaruzel reference in the manner 
required by the claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The references cited disclose a curved formwork system, a lining board with a 
support with an approximately U-shaped cross section and a formwork for round or polygonal 
construction.
